VISIT TO ADVANCE NORMALIZATION IN BILATERAL RELATIONS AND 
THE REVIVAL OF THE "GRAND" BILATERAL COMMISSION LAST HELD 
IN 1987 CROSS-BORDER RAIDS BETWEEN MALI AND SENEGAL BY 
MAURITANIAN REFUGEES IN SENEGAL AND THE REFUGEES 
SITUATION WERE LIKELY DISCUSSED, ALTHOUGH LEKHAL TRAVELLED 
WITHOUT OFFICIALS OF THE INTERIOR MINISTRY WHICH IS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THE REFUGEE ISSUE. SENEGAL'S EMBASSY IN 
NOUAKCHOTT DESCRIBED BILATERAL RELATIONS AS RETURNING TO 
THEIR PRE-1989 STATE, EXPRESSING OPTIMISM THAT THE REFUGEE 
ISSUE WOULD BE RESOLVED SOON.
